PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 
N k w York , 
N ov . 24.—A london cablo- 
gram to The Sun say s: 
Thero was a rumor 
in London Monday night that a rev olution­ 
ary party at Belgrade bad already ov er­ 
turned the gov ernm ent of King Milan. Tho 
Serv ian minister a t London denied that 
there was any truth in the rumor, but in­ 
directly intimated that the Sorv ians are 
willing to ov erthrow the gov ernm ent if cer­ 
tain contingencies arise. 
On the subject of peace the minister said: 
“ Bulgaria was the aggressor in this quarrel, 
and therefore she must be made to pay , Tho 
only terms of peaoe which Serv ia can accept 
will be the cession of enough Bulgarian terri­ 
tory to be equiv alent to an indemnity for 
the ex penditure of blood and treasure into 
which Serv ia has been forced in defense of 
her borders.” 
It is now considered quite possible that the 
diplomates at Constantinople will arrange 
for a small cession of territory to Serv ia. 
This would be sufficient to keep King Milan 
on his throne, and it would be regarded as a 
punishment of the Bulgarians and their un­ 
authorized annex ation of Eastern Roumelia. 
As far asean be judged from the conflict­ 
ing telegrams the situation at the seat of 
war is as follows: Prince 
A lex ander has 
held at bay the Morav a and Bhu m adia
